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Judge Holds Klan 
Burned and Beat 
Men, Denies Suit 


Court Says Hooded Or- 
der’s Hands Filthy and 
Cannot Gain Relief 


From State. 


Pittsburgh, April 13.—())—A stern 
indictment of the Ku Klux Klan, in 
which it was held to be responsible 
for riots, bloodshed and the burning 
of men alive, was made here late to- 
day by Federal Judge W. H. S$. 
Thomson, in an opinion dismissing 
an injunction suit brought by the or- 
der against five former members. 
Damages of $500,000 were denied the 


klan. ; 
The court, after hearing sensation- 


al testimony for five days, including 
a denial by Imperial Wizard Hiram 
W. Evans, held that the organization 
came into the court of equity with 
“filthy hands” and could not gain 
any relief from him. 

Judge Thomson placed the costs 
upon the klan. 

Testimony Startling. 

The court upheld testimony offered 
by the defendants against the klan, 
that klansmen had burned a negro 
alive in Texas; had flogged citizens; 
had maintained a secret terrorist or- 
ganization known as the “knight rid- 
ers” and “black robe” gang; had fos- 
tered riots; had caused bombs to be 
set off; had kidnaped a child in 
Pittsburgh, and had stirred up racial 
and religious feelings throughout the 
country. | 

Three Witnesses Heard. 

Three witnesses were heard. Evans 
had denied all charges, including alle- 
gations, the existence of any “black 
robe” and “knight rider’ klan. 

W. G. Seemiller, Philadelphia, last 


witness called by the defense, charged on 


that a super-secret order did exist 
within the klan and offered in evi- 
dence a hood, with skull and cross- 
bones, and a black robe containing 
the klan insignia. 

Klan Is Attacked. 


Pointing ont that much.of the de- 
fense testymony came from klansmen, 
the court said it had no difficulty in 
finding that the klan “has established 
and is maintaining a form of despotic 
rule which is being operated in secret, 
under direct sanction and authority 
of the plaintiff's chief officers. That 
in violation of the rights and liberties 
of the people, it has set up tribunals 
not known to the law, before which 
citizens of the commonwealth, not 
members of the klan, are brought sub- 
jected to some form of trial. and upon 
conviction, severe corporal punish- 
ments are imposed, painful, humiliat- 
ing and often brutal in their charac- 
ter. and in some instances, destructive 
of sife itself. 

“That under the direct authoriza- 
tion of the principal officers of the 
klan in the state, men are designated 
for punishment, and are punished and 
maltreated without any legal charge 
being preferred against them, and 
without a hearing or trial, in open and 
flagrant violation of the constitution 
and laws of the land, 

Caused Racial Strife. 

“That the plaintiff organization, 
through its actwhl operations and 
teachings, have stirred up racial and 
religious prejudices, fomented disorder, 
and encouraged riots and unlawful] as- 
semblies, which have resulted in fla- 
grant breaches of 


“That in the secret opinions of the 
corporation's activities, and in hostil- 
ity to the civil authorities, military 
organizations are established and 
maintained, with arms. regalia and 
equipment, with officers of varying 
rank and military titles; these officers

REFUSE TO SERVE 


Dr. J. R. Childs and Dr. 

W. L. Champion Turn 
Down: Places on 1928 
Committee. 


Two prominent doctors named to 
the 1928 Grady hospital executive 
committee, respondent in ouster pro- 


ceedings filed in Fulton superior 
court by the 1927 executive commit- 
tee, were appointed without their con- 
sent and have subsequently declined 
to serve, it was announced Friday by 
Attorney James A. Branch, of Branch 
& Howard, plaintiffs’ counsel, 

The two men, Dr. J. R. Childs and 
Dr. W. L. Champion, have confirmed 
the statement of Mr. Branch, both de- 
clining, however, to comment on their 
action. 

Contention over the alleged mis- 
management of Grady hospital was 
climaxed two weeks ago when the 1927 
group, appointed by the hospitals and 
charities committee of council during 
December, brought quo warranto pro- 
ceedings to oust the committee ap- 
pointed to succeed it last March by 
the 1928 hospitals and charities body. 

The case will be called Saturday by 
Judge Virlyn B. Moore for calendar 
assignment. While court records show 
no formal cross bill has been returned 
to the original petition, plaintiffs’ 
counsel has been supplied with what 
is reputed to be the respondents’ con- 
templ. ted answer. 

According to Mr. Branch, this state- 
ment contains a general denial of 
charges that the 1928 group was 
illegally elected, with no right under 
city ordinance to interrupt the five 
and a half-year term to which the 
1927 committee was appointed in De- 


mber, 
Plaintiffs also contended, in seek- 
ing to oust Dr. Joseph Hines, chair- 
man, and members of his committee, 
that affairs at Grady hospital have 
been thrown into confusion by the 
sudden change in administration, 

Dr. Marion Benson, as chairman of 
the 1927 group, and members of his 
committee are plaintiffs. 

Horace Russell, respondents’ coun- 
sel, is out of the city until Monday 
and could not be reached for a state- 
ment. 

Defendants in the suit are not re- 
quired by law to file answer before the 
ease comes up for hearing, Judge 
Moore says.

Washington, April 13.—(4)—Al- 
leged statistical sins of the depart- 
ment of agriculture in connection with 
cotton carryingover figures got into 
the limelight today before the senate 
subcommittee investigating the 1927 
price slump. 

E. B. Stern, president of the New 
Orleans Cotton Exchange, had be:n 
called to the stand, replacing William 
L. Clayton, Texas cotton -merchant, 
who has been under direct or cross- 
examination for more than two weeks 
in connection with charges of mat- 
ket rigging, made against his firm by 
Arthur R. Marsh, New York cotioa 
broker. 

Clayton Quits Stand. 

Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
committee chairman, insisted, however, 
that J. H. Gilbert, Marsh’s lawyer, 
wind up with Clayton today and this 
was done in a final burst of charges 
and denials, featured by a graphic 
story of 1925-26 operations of Clay- 
ton which he said had inspired the 
charges against him. 

Senator Smith started right off 
with Stern, asking to what the New 
Orleans cotton man _ attributed the 
1927 cotton price disaster. Stern: un- 
hesitatingly replied that the two de- 
partment of agriculture statements is- 
sued September 15, 1927, were large- 
ly responsible, 

Bear Prediction.

“If they had said they were quot- 
ing the New York Commercial and 
Financial Chronicle, you could have 
put your own discount on them?’

Carries Weight.

U. S., France, Germany, 
England, Italy and Ja- 
pan May Meet and Dis- 
cuss Treaty. ' 


Washington, April 13.—(/)—Great 
Britain, Germany, Italy and Japan 
were invited today to join France and 
the United States in the negotiation 
of a world-wide treaty binding the na- 
tions not to resort to war with one 
another. 

The invitation was extended hy 
Secretary Kellogg, after an agreement 
on the procedure with Aristide Briand, 
foreign minister of France. 

In a note to the four governments, 
presented simultaneously in London, 
Gerlin, Rome and Tokyo today, by 
American diplomatic representatives, 
Mr. Kellogg outlined the discussions 
on the proposal between himself and 
M. Briand and submitted a draft 
representing in a general way the form 
of treaty the United States is pre- 
pared to sign. Its language is prac- 
tically identical with the original 
treaty proposed by M. Briand to the 
United States last June. 

Answers Requested. 

The four governments were told the 
United States “would be pleased to be 
informed as promptly as may be con- 
venient whether they are in a position 
to give favorable consideration to the 
conclusion vf a treaty such as trans- 
mitted, and, if not, what specifie modi- 
fications in the text would make it ac- 
ceptible. 

With the note and draft treaty were 
presented a copy of the text of M. 
Briand’s original proposal and copies 
gf all the torrespondence on. the sub-, 
ject between France and the United: 


States, which have been made publi¢ 
heretofore. The views of the two 
governments, Mr, Kellogg said, were 
clearly set forth in the correspond- 
ence.

His principal objection is the 
equalization clause which imposes 
a direct impost upon the major 
commodities in order to provide the 
funds for taking care of surpluses. 

He regards this provision not

as unconstitutional. 

Although the vote in the senate 
indicates sufficient strength in that 
body to pass the measure over the 
président’s refusal to sign it, it is 
not likely that this can be done. It 
is always difficult to override a 
presidential veto. 7 

In the event the veto is not 
overridden then the farm relief is- 
sue, and this specific measure, will 


in the republican ‘campaign, with 
the east pitted against the west.

It is 
that hundreds of thousands of in- 
dividuals have withdrawn their pri- 
vate funds from banks, even their 
Savings accounts, in order to con- 
tribute to the coffers of the gam- 
blers who have been at a tug-of- 
war for speculative profits. 
lambs have been shorn. 

The boom will just as surely 
break as it did in 1907, and thou- 
‘sands of people remember the con- 
sequences to the country that then 
followed. 
| It- will just as surely break as 
the Florida land boom collapsed. 

And while a few may “make” in 
the speculations hundreds of thou- 
sands will lose. In such gambling 
sprees where one “makes” a dol- 
lar, it comes out of the pocket of 
}some other person who loses. 

It would be staggering even to 
know the amount of money that 
has gone out’of the south within a 
month into Wall street, most of it 
never to return.

Inscription. 


No inscription at the University of 
Louvain, when the restored library of 
that famous institution of learning is 
dedicated on July 4 of this year, will 
record the fact that it was destroyed 
early in the world war. This news 
from the United States marks the end 
of a controversy which had been in 
progress for several years. From tie 
start it had been proposed that an in- 
scription in Latin reading. “Furore 
teutonica diruta, lono americano res- 
tituta” (Destroyed by. German fury, 
restored by American gift), should be 
interwoven in the stonework of the 
balustrade around the outside of: the 
new building. But if the proposal sad 
for its numerous supporters such’ as 
Whitney Warren, the principal arc: .- 
tect, and the late Cardinal Mercier, it 
had as many opponents. One of -the 
latter was Nicholas Murray Butler, 
president of Columbia university, New 
York. It is owing mainly to his initi- 
ative now that the idea has been 
abandoned. Instead an inscription may 
read merely “In bella reducta, in pace 
restituta” (Razed in time of war, re- 
stored in time of peace). The proba- 
bility all the while is that there will 
be no inscription at all on the new 
building. . This is the soluti6n pro- 
posed by Mgr. Ladeuze, who is rector 
of Louvain.

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THE PERSONALITY OF CANDIDATE HERBERT HOOVER. 


Whenever a public character looms 


large enough to be “mentioned” seri- 


ously for the office of president of 
United States, the ‘man in the 
street becomes naturally curious io 
learn “who that fellow is” and what 
is in his personality to make him 
loom. 

Take Secretary Herbert Hoover to 
start with. He is an lowa corn- 
flower, born in that state in 1874 and 
is now in his 54th year of life—yrac- 
tically the zenith of a _ vigorous 
physical and mental manhood. He was 
graduated in engineering from Stan- 
ford university in. 1895 and has since 
accumlated more university and col- 
lege honorary degrees than a Melun- 
geon has freckles. 

Hoover bas done professional work 
in mining, metallurgical and railway 
enterfirises in nearly every great coun- 


try of the globe, and from them be- 


came able to r on Easy street and 
walk on velvet. The big pay of the 
president. is really no great magnet to 
him. 

Certainly no known man has eve 
lived in any country who has been 
called to serve his nation and hu- 
manity at large in so many inpor- 
tant capacities as Herbert Clark Hoo- 
ver, and all because of his amazing 
ability to organize vast undertakings 
and the common sense to manage them 
with distinguished success. His feats 
in those lines while steering our war 
relief philanthropies in Europe, and 
his equally fine work in flood relief 
in this country, are too universally 
known fo call for recapitulation. His 
name anywhere in Civilization sug- 
gests the highest humanitarian effi- 
ciency. 

As secretary of commerce for the 
past seven years Hoover has elevated 
that department from what wag little 
more than a statistical registration 
bureau, when he took hold, until now 
it is one of the most valuable and 
effective influences in our domestic 
trade and foreign commerce. ®ther 
secretaries who preceded him were 
scarcely more than superior clerks, but 
he has been a creator of sources, 
res. ircers and relations that have im- 
mensely benefited the general business 
of the nation, 

One of the big objections to Hoover 


as a presidential candidate comes from 
the partisan veterans, who say “he 
doesn’t know politics !’’ That is a 
curious comment to make upon a man! 
of Hoover’s intellect, education, world- 
wide experience among government 
leaders in a dozen countries, and in- 
timate personal contacts with Amer- 
ican presidents like Wilson, Harding 
and Coolidge. Add to those experi- 
ences’ those observations and sthd‘>s 
that he has made among the political 
chiefs of the cabinet, the congress 
and the states during his seven years’ 
tenure as secretary of commerce, and 
one must agree that he has been a pu- 
pil in a considerable politic.1 uni- 
versity. If anyone could be entitled 
to be graduated from it with the de- 
gree of P. U. 8.—president of the 
United States—he should assuredly be 
Herbert Hoover. 

What the political objectors mean 
is that Hoover is not a regular par- 
tisan ball player. © He does not pitch, 
and bat, and catch at the call of some 
party boss on the coaching line. But 
the man on the bleachers thinks that 
independence is one of Hoover's big- 
gest assets. . 

Hoover “knows politics” better than 
the purblind party hacks, else he 
would not be out in front of the re- 
publican field today and having kis 
rivals running zigzag like locoed res- 
ervadoes. Any one of them could prof- 
it his political wisdom by reading 
again the fable of the tortoise and. the 
hare!

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY, 


THE CHILD PARENTS WORRY 
ABOUT. 

A persistent low grade fever, at 
least a temperature some fractions 
of*a degree above the arbitrary ‘“nor- 
mal,” in a child who isn’t yery strong, 
or who is underweight, or who tires 
easily, is a frequent cause of anxiety 
to parents. There is surely no good 
in worrying about such a thing, and 
for this reason 1] should advise all 
parents against having a clinical ther- 
mometer in the house or taking the 
tempegature, unless this is requested 
by the doctor for a particular pur- 
pose, 

If this advice comes too late to 
save your household fro. such worry, 
then’ the next best thing 1 can offer 
is the encouragement that you will 
find in-the following wisdom from a 
medical teacher and child specialist 
of high standing, Dr. Joseph Bren- 
nemann: 

“| have had great difficulty in 
orienting myself as to what consti- 
tutes a normal] temperature in a 
child . . . in my ‘experience a_ fairly 
persistent temperature of 99 to YV.O 
and even occasionally 100 is many 
times more frequently due to some 
other condition than it is to tubercu- 
losis. Such temperatuges frequently 
occur after upper respiratory tract 
infections. I am free to confess that 
in the great majority of these cases 
1 do not know the offending locus 
of infection if there igs one. Am 
also inclined to believe that. those 
who definitely, in a given case, lo- 
cate the cause in a cryptic tonsil, a 
paranasal sinusitis, a latent mastvid- 
itis. or a peribronchial lymphadenitis 
de not knuw any more about it than 
i do. ft am nvut yet convinced ' that 
most of .hese things are not’ more or 
less normal, or, at least, innocuous 
complications of almost every severe 
upper respiratory tract infection; 
that in most cases any active inter- 
vention is meddlesome, and that an 
apparerit therapeutic result is usu- 
ally a coincidence, (Dr. Brennemann 
means that surgical* attack of the 
sinus, mastoid or tonsil in®wuch cases 
is meddliesume and recovery would fol- 
low just as promptly without such 
operations.) When such a tempera- 
ture occurs in an otherwise apparent- 
ly healthy child in whom I cannot 
find lung or other evident pathologi- 
cal changes, I dismiss the case with 
a mere warning. If a Pirquet (skin 
tuberculin) test is negative, I dis 
miss it without a-quaim. If on the 
other hand, the Silccentabe goes to 
101, even on rare oecasions, or if the 
Pirquet reaction is positive, I put the 
child to bed as a sick child and search 
diligently for the underlying. patho- 
logical condition with a real interest 
im the possibility of a tuber-ulous in- 
feetion."; . 

In reference to the Pirquet test Ur. 

ty nn believes a negative test 
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known potency, but “for all practical 
purposes a negative Pirquet test ex- 
cludes tuberculosis at any age.” On 
the other hand a _ positive reaction 
does not signify the present trouble 
is tuberculosis—it. merely shows that 
the individual harbors somewhere a 
foeus of tuberculosis (as most of us 
adults do).

constitation of the United States.

Lewis declared. “She also sees that! 
they have time to think.” 


“Hurry” Greatest Weakness. 


The greatest weakness in Ameri- 
can life is hurry—America has em- 
phasized speed and must pay atten- 
tion to direction, he said. Dr. Lewis 
said that every teacher should read 
intelligently every day a good news- 
paper. “Thus she can keep abreast 
with current history, international af- 
fairs, financial information, educa- 
tional information and eduéational ed- 
itprials,” he said, “Beyond that the 
teacher should know how to use the 
publie library and encourage students 
and parents to read good literature.” 

Dr. Lewis pointed out the growth 
of education in the United States as 
one of the most significant incidents 
in the development of the nation. A 
generation ago one out of every thou- 
sand of the population was in college 
or university; this year it is one out 
of every 150, he said. The total num- 
ber of people engaged in. education 
this year, either as students or teach- 
ers, is more than 30,000,000, and thus 
adutation ranks as first among the 
national enterprises, he said. 

Too many children begin with first 
grade or high school or college with- 
out intelligent guidance and direction; 
the majority do not énjoy their studies 
hecause they do not understand 
where they lead and what their use 
is, he said. “It is the duty of teacher 
and parent to fill the gaps and mark 
out the path.” . 

Georgia Far Behind. 


Although this state now spends $16 
per capita on school children every 
year, as compared with the scanty 
$1.50 of a third of a century ago, 
Georgia's legislative appropriations 
for school support have lagged far 
behind the rising public demand for 
better schools, declared Dn Duggan, 
the state superintendent. 

Dr. Duggan, tracing the progress 
of Georgia’s public schools from 1894 
to today, called attention to the vast 
improvements, but pointed out that 
even now the annual state appropria- 
tion is inadequate, throwing the fina- 
cial burden upon voluntary local tax- 
ation. This latter source of revenue 
to date has outstripped the state ap- 
pripriations, netting approximately 
$10,000.000 in 1928,.as compared with 
the $6,000,000 set aside by the _legis- 
lature, he said. 

The state superintendent pointed 
out that with improved economic con- 
ditions and general progress in all 
publie enterprises throughout’ the 
state and south; there has been a 
steady growth of public sentiment for 
better schools.s. “The marvelous re- 
sults of the demand for good perma- 
nent public roads throughout the state. 
probably more than-any other one fac- 
tor, has quickened the demand for 
better public rural schools,” he said. 


Taxes Chief Support. 


“With the exception of the $1,000,- 
000 equalization fund, the entire pub- 
lic school support, both’ state and Jo- 
cal, comes from ad valorem taxation,” 
Dr. Duggan said. “No further burden 
should be imposed on property for 
schools or for any other purpose. 
Property in Georgja is alfeady over- 
burdened with taxation, and yet our 
schools are inadequately supported. 

“Seventy-two dollars per capita of 
the average daily attendance is the 
minimum offering in Connecticut for 
the education of her children, as com- 
pared with $21 in Georgia. The po 
tential abilities of Georgia’s children 
are fully equal to those of any other 
state,” 

Dr. Duggan pointed to the fact that 
the state annually invests less in all 
education than it spends for tobacco. 

Speaking before the department of 
colleges, secondary schools and teach- 
ers’ training institutions, Gordon C. 
Singleton, of the state department of 
education, Friday answered the ques- 
tion “Where is Georgia educational-

Article IT, 

“The high contracting parties agree 
that the settlement or solution ef all 
disputes or conflicts of whatever na- 
ture or of whatever origin they may 
be, which may arise among. them, 
shall never be sought except by pa- 
vifie means, 

Article III. 

“The present treaty shall be rati- 
fied by the high contracting parties 
named in the preamble in accordance 
with their respective constitutional 
requirements, and shall take effect as 
between them as soon as all their sev- 
eral instruments of ratification shall 
have been at (world capitals). 

“This treaty shall, when it has 
come into effect as prescribed in the 
preceding paragraph, remain open as 
long as may be necessary for adher- 
ence by all the other powers of the 
world. Every instrument evidencing 
the adherence of a power shall be de- 
posited at . . . and the treaty shall 
immediately upon such deposit be- 
come parties hereto. 

“Tt shall be the duty of the govern- 
ment of . . . to furnish each govern- 
ment named in the preamble and every 
government subsequently adhering to 
this treaty with @ certified copy of 
the treaty and of every instrument of 
ratification or adherence. It _ shall 
also be the duty of the government 
of . . . telegraphically to notify such 
governments immediately upon the de- 
posit with it of each instrument ‘of 
ratification or adherence.”

‘The 
horsese then are transferred back to 
Jefferson fdr 28 days racing, ending 
what is known as the-winter season 


March 24. 

At Covington approximately 65 
miles north of New Orleans in ‘St. 
Tammany parish, 70 days of racing 
on Saturdays and Sundays opens 
March 25, continuing through Novem- 
ber 25. 

In addition to horse racing, grey- 
hound tracks are in operation 306 
days out of the year, alternating be- 
tween de Limon and Metairie tracks.

port the theory that Egyptians set- 
tled in Guatemala, Central America, 
befure Columbus discovered America. -

These idols 
bear the same inseriptions on thein 
and are similar in all respects. 

(Ine of the idols was placed in the 


museum by Dr. W. A. Shelton, pro- 
fessor in the schoo] of theology, who 
got possession ef the idol upon bis 
visit to Egypt. The other was put 
there by J. . McClusky, who brought 
it back from Guatemala on a visit 
there in the summer of 1925. Me 
Clusky claims to have found his idol 
near a mountain top. 

Last fall McClusky saw Dr. Shel- 
ton's idol in the museum and noting 
its ‘likeness to the one he -had at 
home, sent for it. On being compared 
they were found to be exactly the 
same size and to have the same Egyp- 
tian inseription en them. Dr. Shelton 
is a recognized studeut eof Hebrew and 
the Exyptian languages.
